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2003-04 Season Outlook 


he two consecutive postseason 
appearances, back-to-back Missouri Valley 
Conference championships and two-straight 
24-win seasons, the 2003-04 Creighton 
women’s basketball team is poised for even 
more success. Paced by a two-time Valley 
Player of the Year, the 2002-03 MVC 
Defensive Player of the Year and the most suc- 
cessful first-year coach in conference history, 
the Bluejays will look to continue their rise on 
the national scene with their most talented 
squad in recent memory. 

Second-year head coach Jim Flanery took 
his team to the WNIT Final Four with a 24-9 
record last year and finished in a tie for the 
MVC regular-season championship with a 13- 
5 conference mark. The Jays return three 
starters from last year’s squad and will be 
guided by one of the most talented backcourts 
in the Valley. 

Heading up CU’s attempted three-peat is 
two-time MVC Player of the Year Christy 
Neneman. The senior guard enters the season 
as the active scoring leader in the MVC with 
1,377 career points. With another standout 
campaign she can etch her name in the Valley 
record books as one of the greatest players in 
conference history. The slashing guard has 
topped the team in scoring, rebounds and 
assists the past two seasons and will once again 
prove to be the go-to player for the Jays. 

Easing Neneman’s load in the backcourt 
are all-conference players in junior Laura 
Spanheimer and senior Dayna Finch. Not 
only was Spanheimer tabbed the MVC 
Defensive Player of the Year in 2003, she also 
finished fifth in the NCAA in three-point field 
goal percentage, sinking 45.8 percent of her

long-range shots. Spanheimer ended last year 
by being honored on the WNIT AII- 
Tournament Team, playing every minute of the 
Jays’ tournament run while averaging 16.8 
points, 7.0 rebounds, 3.0 assists and 2.3 steals 
per game. 

Finch suffered a broken shooting hand 
early last season and never truly regained the 
shooting-touch which led her to 91 three-point 
field goals as a sophomore. She enters the sea- 
son ranked second in school history and among 
MVC leaders in career three-pointers. The all- 
conference performer has an enthusiasm and 
love for the game which Flanery believes she 
can use to be a leader for the Jays in 2003-04. 

Junior Codi Walker, CU’s top offensive 
threat off the bench last season, begins this 
year vying for a spot in the starting line-up. 
Sophomore Kristi Woodard made four starts 
and earned MVC all-freshman recognition in 
her rookie campaign and, once again, helps 
solidify a deep and talented guard corps. Both 
Walker and Woodard will play a large role in 
the Jays’ full-court game, which resulted in a 
No. 20 NCAA ranking in steals per game last 
season. 

Newcomer Deanna Castro joins the team 
from Cherry Creek High School in Englewood, 
Colo., where she was a McDonald’s All- 
American nominee in her prep career. The trio 
of junior Sarah Vrbicky, sophomore Brandy 
Bush and freshman Lucy Lapito will all ben- 
efit with mentoring from the Jays’ skilled 
upperclass guards. 

Gone from the frontcourt are starters Jenny 
Burns and Teresa Wessling. Five players will 
look to fill the minutes vacated by the graduat 
ed seniors. 

Senior Sara Hildebrand has the most 
experience up front for the Jays. Flanery 
expects to use the Norwalk, Iowa, native away 
from the basket to allow her to be more effec- 
tive on the offensive end this season. 

Angie Janis elevated her level of play in 
the WNIT last year and showed glimpses of 
what the Jays hope to see more of this season. 
The sophomore provides match-up problems 
for opponents as her offensive skills will allow 
the Jays to use a variety of line-ups. 

Sophomore Amy Hoffman ranked eighth 
in the MVC in blocked shots last year despite 
seeing limited minutes. The 6-2 post player 
provides a strong interior defensive presence. 

Junior Jen Rochelle and sophomore 
Christy Erickson will both be presented with 
an opportunity to see increased minutes this 
year after being used sparingly in the past. 

Despite a 21-8 record after their MVC 
tournament semifinal loss to SMS, the Jays did 
not ear an atlarge bid to the NCAA 
Tournament last year. Flanery has put together 
an ambitious schedule this season to ensure a

higher strength of schedule, and what he hopes 
a better opportunity for CU’s second NCAA 
appearance in three years. 

The Jays will battle perhaps the most diffi- 
cult non-conference schedule in school history. 
CU faces Big Ten schools Iowa, Michigan, 
Minnesota and Northwestern, and Big 12 foes 
Kansas State and Nebraska. Both Minnesota 
and KSU advanced past the first-round of the 
NCAA Tournament last spring. 

A Thanksgiving tournament at Duke will 
pit the Jays against Auburn in the first round, 
with a potential match-up against the national- 
ly-ranked host on day two. Stephen F. Austin, 
a traditional Southland Conference power, 
rounds out the tournament field at Duke. 

A trip to Evansville and Southern Illinois in 
early January opens the MVC slate. Indiana 
State, last year’s Valley co-champions, opens 
the Jays’ conference home schedule on Jan. 8. 
A crucial early-season game will be carried 
live on Fox Sports Net when the Jays travel to 
SMS on Jan. 17. 

Other key match-ups in conference play 
include a televised home contest against 
Northern Iowa on Jan. 25 and a home affair 
with Drake on Jan. 31. CU hosts 2003 MVC 
Tournament champion SMS on Feb. 15. Away 
games at Indiana State (Feb. 8), Northern lowa 
(Feb. 20) and Drake (Feb. 29) will test the Jays 
down the stretch. 

The regular season concludes with 
Evansville and Southern Illinois at home on 
March 4 and 6, respectively. The State Farm 
Missouri ValleyConference Tournament 
returns to the Hammons Student Center in 
Springfield, Mo., March 11-13.

im Flanery became the winningest rookie coach in 

both Creighton and Missouri Valley Conference 
history in 2002-03, as he guided his Bluejays to their 
second consecutive MVC regular-season title and a 
WNIT semifinal appearance. After serving as the 
Bluejays’ top assistant coach for the previous 
decade, Flanery tallied a 24-9 overall record in his 
first season at the helm, 13-5 in the Valley. 

His 24 wins surpassed his predecessor, Connie 
Yori, for the most successful rookie coaching cam- 
paign in school history. His win total also made him 
the most successful first-year coach in conference 
history, besting Lisa Stone’s 23 wins at Drake in 
2000-01. His 13 Valley wins last year topped Yori’s 
12 in her rookie campaign. 

"Jim is a very talented coach who has a tremen- 
dous affinity for Creighton University,” Creighton 
Athletics Director Bruce Rasmussen said. “In his 
first year as our head coach he demonstrated his abil- 
ity to represent himself, his program and Creighton 
University in a manner that makes us all proud." 

The 2002-03 Bluejays earned a postseason berth 
for the second consecutive season, the first time in 
program history the Jays posted back-to-back post- 
season appearances. Playing in a school record 33 
games, the Jays set a school and MVCrecord with 
with 259 three-point field goals. CU ranked sixth in 
the NCAA with 7.8 threes per game, while surpass- 
ing their own record of 249 treys set in 2001-02. 

Flanery’s first season ended with a flurry, as the 
Jays won three games on the road in the WNIT. The 
Jays defeated Maine, the squad with the most wins 
entering the tournament, in the first round. CU then 
came from behind to win at Siena two days later. 
Returning to the midwest, the Jays then defeated Big 
Ten foe, Iowa, for the second time in 2002-03. CU 
then returned home to host eventual WNIT champi- 
on, Auburn, in the Final Four. 

Christy Neneman was honored as the MVC 
Player of the Year for the second consecutive season 
and Laura Spanheimer was tabbed the MVC 
Defensive Player of the Year in Flanery’s rookie 
campaign. The Jays also established a single-season 
home attendance record, including a single game

record of 4,439 at the WNIT semifinal contest with 
Auburn. 

The Bluejays ranked among the NCAA elite in 
several team categories in Flanery’s debut season. 
Along with ranking sixth in three-pointers per game, 
the Jays ranked 20th in steals per game, 21st in 
fewest turnovers per game and 26th in scoring 
offense in the nation. 

Flanery is no stranger to Creighton basketball, 
heading into his 12th consecutive season with the 
Bluejay women’s basketball program. A 1987 
Creighton graduate with a bachelor of arts degree in 
philosophy, Flanery was also a member of the 
Bluejay men’s basketball team from 1985 to 1987. 

Flanery was handed the reins to his first head 
coaching position on July 19, 2002, four weeks after 
Yori’s resignation. He is the sixth head coach in 
women’s hoops history at Creighton, and just the 
third since 1980. He succeeded long-time coaching 
partner, Yori, who he had been on staff with since his

Following graduation, Flanery joined current 
Director of Athletics Bruce Rasmussen's Bluejay 
coaching staff as a graduate assistant for the 1987- 
88 season. He remained on the women’s basketball 
staff through the 1989-90 season, before heading to 
Loras College for the 1990-91 season. 

Prior to the 1990-91 season, Yori was named 
head basketball coach at Loras College and hired 
Flanery as her assistant. At Loras, Flanery helped 
the Dubuque, Iowa, school to a two-year 25-25 
record. In 1991-92, the Duhawks finished with a 
15-10 record, the program’s first winning season 
since 1986-87. 

When Yori was tabbed as the head coach at 
Creighton prior to the 1992-93 season, Flanery 
once again joined forces with Yori to continue the 
winning tradition Rasmussen had established at 
CU. As Yori’s top assistant, Flanery and the 
Bluejays notched a 170-115 record in a 10-year 
span. The Jays made two appearances in the 
NCAA Tournament and earned one invite to the 
WNIT with Flanery on the sidelines as an assistant. 


“Jen is really excited about where this program 
currently is and where it is headed,” Head Coach 
Jim Flanery said. “She’s a large part of why we 
have the players who have brought home back-to- 
back conference championships. She has been 
loyal and has developed a love for Creighton. I 
like that our players can see that passion in Jen.” 


Guilland came to Creighton following a two-year 
stint at Arkansas State in Jonesboro, Ark., where as 
a graduate assistant, she helped guide the Indians to 
back-to-back 20-win seasons. In addition to on- 
court instruction, her duties included film 
exchange, fund raising and on-campus recruiting. 
She also was responsible for designing the team’s 
playbook. 


A native of Kirkland, Wash., Guilland played col- 
legiate basketball at Montana State in Bozeman, 
Mont., helping the Bobcats to Big Sky Conference 
regular-season and tournament championships as a 
senior in 1993. The league championship earned 
Montana State an automatic bid to the NCAA 
Tournament, the first-ever by a Bobcat women’s 
basketball team. In the fall of 2003, Guilland’s 
1992-93 team was inducted into the Montana State 
Athletics Hall of Fame. 


In December 1994, Guilland graduated from 
Montana State with a bachelor of science in physi- 
cal education and health, with an emphasis in 
coaching. She earned her master’s degree in educa- 
tional administration from Arkansas State in May 
1998. 
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During his tenure as an assistant at Creighton, 
the Jays produced 20 all-Missouri Valley 
Conference athletes, including two Most Valuable 
Players - Carrie Welle (1997) and Christy 
Neneman (2002). The Jays also produced two 
freshmen of the year, two newcomers of the year 
and one defensive player of the year during that 10- 
year span. 

Flanery has also guided one of the top academ- 
ic teams in the nation during his stint at Creighton. 
The Jays’ team grade point average has ranked in 
the top 10 nationally four times since 1992. Eleven 
first-team MVC scholar-athletes have played for 
Flanery, including two GTE Academic All- 
Americans. 

Flanery, 38, is originally from Guthrie Center, 
Iowa, where he starred on the basketball, baseball 
and golf teams at Guthrie Center High School from 
1979 to 1983. Flanery was also a member of the 
Creighton golf team throughout his four-year colle- 
giate career.

s part of the Creighton University mission, a major goal of the ath- 
A department is to serve the community. In addition to sponsor- 
ing camps and clinics throughout the year, Bluejay student-athletes take 
part in numerous community service activities. 

Student-athletes can be found actively volunteering their time for 
such programs as Big Brothers/Big Sisters, the Boys and Girls Club, the 
MVC “Just Read” program, the “Just Say No” program, youth mentor- 
ing, tutoring, Habitat for Humanity and Operation Bluejay. 

Members of the Creighton women’s basketball team have regularly 
offered their time to Kellom Elementary School near the Creighton cam- 
pus. Student-athletes spend an hour each week helping students with 
their school work at Kellom. The Bluejay women’s basketball players 
tutor students at Kellom Elementary School in five subjects, including: 
math, English, science, reading and computers. 

For the past five years, the women’s team also has participated in 
Habitat for Humanity projects by helping build houses for needy Omaha 
families. On Apsil 26, 2003, the entire Bluejay team pitched in at a Lake 
Manawa, Iowa, house to help clean up the area and tear down a garage for 
improvements to the property. 

During the 2002-03 season alone, the Bluejays served dinner at the 
Francis House, worked with the South Omaha YMCA, participated in a 
Read-a-Thon and adopted a family, along with several other service pro- 
jects. Through the adopt-a-family program, the Jays were able to provide 
at least three gifts for a family of eight during the Christmas season.

“Billy Bluejay” is the official mascot of the Creighton 
University athletics department. The Bluejays were orig- 


inally depicted by a “birdwatcher’s bluejay,” but that was 
changed in 1941 when Joseph P. Murphy, a Creighton 
alumnus, designed the current version of Billy, one with a 
more human stance and expression. 

Prior to 1924, Creighton teams were referred to as the 
“Hilltoppers,” but that name lost favor because at least six 
other teams in the country also used the same nickname. 
The Omaha Bee assisted the University’s Athletic Board 
and Alumni Association in finding a new nickname by 
asking readers to submit possibilities. After reviewing 
200 entries, the Athletic Board decided upon “Bluejays” 
because of the school’s colors, blue and white. 

Today, Creighton remains the only NCAA Division I 
athletics program known officially as the Bluejays.

The Rev. John P. Schlegel, S.J., became 
Creighton University’s 23rd president in 
August 2000, following nine years as president 
of the University of San Francisco. 

Fr. Schlegel has described his decision to 
return to Creighton as “based, in part, on a 
desire to ‘go home’ to an institution that intro- 
duced me to higher education administration.” 

Since coming to Creighton in 2000, Fr. 
Schlegel has initiated changes that have 
enhanced the already nationally recognized 
academic quality of Creighton and the beauty of 
the campus. 

In the early months of his administration at 
Creighton, the President approved the construc- 
tion of Creighton’s new Hixson-Lied Science 
Building, which opened in 2003. He also initi- 
ated the planning for an on-campus soccer sta- 
dium for Creighton’s nationally ranked soccer 
programs, and committed the University to an 
eastwardly expanded campus that complements 
the dynamic redevelopment of downtown 
Omaha. 

Prior to his service at the University of San 
Francisco, Fr Schlegel was Creighton 
University’s assistant academic vice president 
(1978-82), academic dean of Rockhurst College 
(1982-84), dean of arts and sciences at 
Marquette University (1984-88), and Executive 
and academic vice president at John Carroll 
University (1988-91). 

Fr. Schlegel was born and raised in 
Dubuque, Iowa, with three sisters and two 
brothers. He entered the Wisconsin Province of 
the Society of Jesus in 1963 and was ordained 
in 1973. 
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He holds A.B. and M.A. degrees from 
Saint Louis University; a B.D. (honors) degree 
in theology from the University of London, and 
a doctorate in international relations from 
Oxford University. 

He is a member of the boards of trustees at 
Loyola University Chicago and Xavier 
University, foundation board at St. Mary’s 
Medical Center Foundation, board of directors 
of Il Cenacolo, board of trustees of the World 
Affairs Council, and board of directors of the 
Association of Catholic Colleges and 
Universities. 

He has served on the executive committee 
of the Association of Independent California 
Colleges and Universities, executive committee 
of the Western College Association, Board of 
Governors of the Commonwealth Club of 
California, board of directors of Coro 
Foundation, a director of the American 
International School of Hong Kong, a member 
of the advisory council at the California 


Academy of Sciences. 

He is a former member of the board of 
trustees at Loyola College Maryland, Loyola 
University of the South, Saint Louis University, 
Cleveland’s Saint Ignatius High, Beaumont 
School, and Heythrop College, University of 
London, board of directors of the Golden Gate 
Chapter of the American Red Cross, and the 
chairman of the Korean-American Friendship 
Society of Northern California. He has served 
as a member of the Missouri Council on the 
Humanities and the Milwaukee County Arts 
Committee. He also has served on accreditation 
site visits for the North CentralAssociation and 
the Western Association of Schools and 
Colleges, as well as a consultant to the 
Organization for Economic Development and 
Cooperation based in Paris. 

He enjoys opera, classical music, racket 
sports, and the outdoors.

Leading Bluejay Athletics to unprecedent- 
ed heights in the new millenium is Bruce 
Rasmussen, now in his 24th year at Creighton 
University and his 10th as director of athletics. 

During Rasmussen’s tenure leading the 
Creighton athletic department, Bluejay athletics 
has enjoyed tremendous success in all areas -- 
individual and team competition, academic 
accomplishments, record-breaking fund-raising 
efforts and facility enhancement. 

In 2002-03 Creighton advanced to the 
NCAA Tournament in men’s soccer, women’s 
soccer, men’s basketball and softball while the 
women’s basketball team also earned a trip to 
the WNIT Final Four. 

Six straight home sellouts helped the CU 
men’s basketball team go 17-0 at home, as the 
team returned to the national rankings for the 
first time since 1975. CU finished the year 29- 
5, made a fifth straight NCAA Tournament and 
was the only team nationally to have a second- 
team All-American both on the court and the 
academic side. 

The Creighton men’s soccer team made its 
third College Cup appearance since 1996 
(1996, 2000 and 2002) while capturing the 
MVC Tournament title along the way. The Jays 
are one of five programs nationally with 11 
consecutive NCAA Tournament appearances. 

The 2001-02 academic year marked the 
school’s best finish in the MVC all-sport stand- 
ings since rejoining the league 25 years earlier. 
Six of CU’s 13 league-affiliated sports finished 
in third place or better, including MVC titles in 
both men’s basketball and women’s basketball. 

Other competitive highlights include the 
Creighton men’s basketball team’s rise on the 
national scene, which has resulted in five- 
straight NCAA Tournament appearances; the 
women’s basketball team’s trip to the 2002 
NCAA Tournament; the softball team’s 1998 


and 1999 Valley championships and trip to the 
NCAA Tournament in 1999 and 2003; the base- 
ball team’s NCAA Regional appearances in 
1999 and 2000; a women’s soccer regulat-sea- 
son championship and NCAA berth in 2002; 
and berths in the MVC Tournament in four of 
the last six years for the volleyball team, which 
completed its ninth intercollegiate season last 
November. 

In addition, Creighton and Omaha have 
continued to host the College World Series 
while smashing new attendance records in 2003 
at Rosenblatt Stadium. 

In terms of academics, Creighton’s reputa- 
tion as one of the nation’s top academic institu- 
tions is reflected in the success the Bluejay stu- 
dent-athletes have had in the classroom during 
Rasmussen’s service as athletics director. 
Creighton’s women’s basketball, men’s basket- 
ball, baseball, volleyball, men’s and women’s 
cross country, women’s soccer and men’s and 
women’s tennis teams all have received nation- 
al awards for their academic success. 

Creighton’s primary annual fund-raising 
events are the Bluejay Bash, the Bluejay Golf 
Marathon and the Bluejay Jamboree. Under 
Rasmussen’s supervision, each of these events 
continues to raise record-breaking funds for 
Creighton athletics. Most notably, the 2002 
Jamboree generated more than $200,000 
through its gourmet dinner, raffle and auction. 

The successful fund-raising efforts have 
allowed Creighton to enhance its facilities 
under Rasmussen’s leadership. In 1998, the 
$1.7 million Student-Athlete Support Center 
renovation project was completed in the Old 
Gymnasium, resulting in seven new team lock- 
er rooms, an expanded athletic training facility, 
new offices and storage space and an academic 
learning center. The centerpiece of the project is 
The Parker Family Foundation Academic 
Learning Center, which houses the athletics 
department’s academic support team and fea- 
tures 20 computer stations and private study 
areas. 

This fall CU opened a new soccer field 
Just blocks from campus, a facility which ranks 
among the finest in the country. 

Another major facility project was fin- 
ished last summer, as the home of the Bluejay 
baseball and softball teams, the Creighton 
Sports Complex, was completed. That project 
includes a two-story clubhouse with offices, 
locker rooms and batting cages. New playing 
surfaces with updated drainage systems for 
both fields had been added prior to the 2000 
season. 

In the fall of 2003, the Creighton men’s 
basketball program will move to a new 15,500- 
seat arena one mile from the CU campus. That 
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venue also has been selected to host the 2006 
NCAA Volleyball Final Four. 

Rasmussen accepted the associate athletics 
director position in 1992 after a 12-year run as 
the winningest coach in Creighton women’s 
basketball history (196-147), culminating in the 
program’s historic 1991-92 season. 

The 1992 Western Athletic Conference 
Coach of the Year, Rasmussen led the 1991-92 
Bluejay women to a program-record 28 wins 
(28-4), the WAC regular-season and tourna- 
ment championships and a first-round NCAA 
Tournament victory in the program’s first-ever 
trip to the “Big Dance.” With that 28-4 record 
in 1991-92, Rasmussen completed his college 
coaching career with a 196-147 record, good 
for a .571 winning percentage. 

After serving as associate athletics director 
for two years, 1992-94, Rasmussen was named 
athletics director on Aug. 1, 1994. 

A 1971 graduate of Northern Iowa, 
Rasmussen came to Creighton from Bettendorf 
(Iowa) High School, where he put together a 
three-year girl’s basketball coaching record of 
64-15. His 1978-79 club posted a mark of 27-2 
and finished second at the state tournament. 
Rasmussen also coached at Maxwell (Iowa) 
High School, with a four-year record of 66-26, 
and Murray (Iowa) High School, with a two- 
year ledger of 31-13. 

A native of Webster City, Iowa, 
Rasmussen and his wife, Jill, have five chil- 
dren: Megan (18), David (16), John (12), Katy 
(8) and Grace (5).

Omaha serves as headquarters for three

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The Missouri Valley Conference 


The Missouri Valley Conference continues to 
lead by example as one of college athletics’ most 
progressive conferences. Now in its 97th year of 
existence, the Missouri Valley Conference empha- 
sizes the importance of the student-athlete and is 
aggressive in its approach to provide opportunities 
for its member institutions. 

Since its inception in 1907, the Missouri Valley 
Conference has been regarded as a leader by its peers 
among today's collegiate athletic conferences. 

Based in St. Louis since 1985, the league is 
assertive in its approach to playing host to NCAA 
basketball championship events, producing a rev- 
enue-producing in-house television network, bidding 
out the right to play host to sport championships and 
landing title sponsorships for those events. 

In the next six years, the Missouri Valley 
Conference will host a total of four NCAA basket- 
ball events — more than any other city. In fact, the 
Valley will have hosted eight NCAA basketball 
events in a 12-year span, including three Final Fours, 
by April of 2009. 

And while the Missouri Valley Conference has 
been progressive in pursuing NCAA events, it has 
continued to be a national leader in the athletic arena. 
The oldest conference west of the Mississippi River, 
the Valley has had numerous successes in its storied 
history, which includes a myriad of accomplish- 
ments since the turn of the century. 

Last year alone, the league had a combined 
seven postseason teams in men's and women's bas- 
ketball, with Creighton's women's team reaching the 
semifinals of the WNIT. In volleyball, UNI earned 
its third Sweet 16 trip in the past four years; in men's 
soccer, Creighton secured a Final Four trip to the 
College Cup -- the Valley's third semifinal team in 
the past three years; Southwest Missouri State made 
its first trip to the College Baseball World Series; 
while Wichita State's men's golf team had the 
league's highest NCAA finish since 1995 and sec- 
ond-best since 1974. 

Arguably the 2002-03 season might go down as 


one of the most successful in conference annals, as in 
addition to the aforementioned, the league had two 
softball teams qualify for the NCAA tournament for 
the first time in league history, and Southern Illinois’ 
nationally ranked team finished two wins away from 
the College World Series. In addition, the Valley had 
NCAA team qualifiers in women's golf, women's 
tennis, women's soccer, and men's tennis; plus count- 
less individual qualifiers in cross country, track & 
field, and swimming & diving. 

The seeds for this vision were planted by eight 
administrators representing five institutions, who 
met at the Midland Hotel in Kansas City, Mo., on 
Jan. 12, 1907. The five schools which formed the 
Missouri Valley Intercollegiate Athletic Association 
were Washington University of St. Louis, and the 
state universities of Iowa, Kansas, Missouri and 
Nebraska. Two months after the initial meeting, two 
more schools — Drake University and Iowa State 
College — were admitted. 

In the fall of 1907, basketball became the first 
competitive sport. Today, the Missouri Valley 
Conference sponsors the following sports: baseball, 
men's and women's basketball, men's and women's 
cross country and track (indoor and outdoor), men's 
and women's golf, men's and women's soccer, soft- 
ball, women's swimming and diving, men's and 
women's tennis, and women's volleyball. 

From its early beginning to its current standing 
on the map of college athletics, The Valley will 
always continue to be proactive in its approach. 

League members include Bradley University, 
Creighton University, Drake University, the 
University of Evansville, Illinois State University, 
Indiana State University, the University of Northern 
Iowa, Southern Illinois University, Southwest 
Missouri State University, and Wichita State 
University. Affiliate members include Drury 
University (women's soccer) and Eastern Illinois 
University, Southern Methodist University, the 
University of Tulsa, Vanderbilt University, and 
Western Kentucky University (men's soccer).

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2002-03 Season Review 


WwW: Head Coach Jim Flanery inherited the Missouri Valley Conference 
regular-season and tournament champions prior to the 2002-03 season, he 
knew his first year as a head coach had the potential to be special. His un- 
matched rookie coaching campaign was just that, as the Bluejays repeated as reg- 
ular-season champions and set records along the way to a WNIT Final Four 
appearance. 

The 2002-03 Bluejays made Flanery the winningest rookie coach in school 
and MVC history, notching a 24-9 record, including a tie for first place in the 
MVC at 13-5. The Jays also established a school and Valley record for three- 
point field goals made for the second consecutive season, draining 259 long-range 
shots. The 33 games played was the most in school history and 127 blocked shots 
set a CU record. The Jays also set season and single-game home attendance 
records, while seeing one of the nation’s longest home winning streaks come to 
an end after 23 consecutive victories in Omaha. 

Individual honors were numerous as well. Junior Christy Neneman was 
named the MVC Player of the Year for the second consecutive season, while 
sophomore Laura Spanheimer was tabbed the league’s Defensive Player of the 
Year. Neneman joined Southwest Missouri State’s Jackie Stiles and Drake’s 
Wanda Ford as the only student-athletes in conference history to earn the honor 
in consecutive seasons. Spanheimer was also named to the WNIT All- 
Tournament Team for her outstanding play in the postseason. 

Kristi Woodard was honored on the MVC All-Freshman Team. Senior 
Jenny Burns was named to the Verizon Academic All-District VII second-team 
with her 3.96 grade point average. Burns was joined by Spanheimer and junior 
Dayna Finch on the MVC Scholar-Athlete First-Team. 

The season started in Michigan on Nov. 22 with a record-setting performance 
from Finch. The sharp-shooting guard showed why she ranked among the 
nation’s leaders in three-point shooting as a sophomore, draining a Crisler Arena 
record seven three-point field goals. She ended the day with a career-high 27 
points, but CU fell to Wolverines. 

The Jays returned to Omaha on Nov. 24 for their home-opener with UMKC. 
CU won the game, but lost Finch to a broken hand. Woodard would step into the 
starting role for the Bluejays over the next four games, as Finch would rebound 
quickly from the injury and miss just three contests. 

After a loss at 10th-ranked Texas Tech, the Jays put together their longest 
winning streak of the season. Starting with a thrilling 89-82 win over Iowa on 
Dec. 8, in which Neneman scored the final 10 points of the game for the Jays. CU 
then defeated Kansas and Western Illinois before heading to the West Coast for 
two games prior to Christmas. 

An 80-57 romp over UC-Irvine on Dec. 20, saw all 16 Bluejays play at least 
five minutes. CU was able to keep the Anteaters off the scoreboard for the first 
6:27 of the game and shot a season-high 53.8 percent from the floor. The Jays 
then defeated San Diego State in overtime on Dec. 22, as Neneman led the 
Bluejays to victory with 30 points, nine rebounds, eight assists and four steals 
against the Aztecs. 

Home wins against Bradley and Northern Iowa extended the Jays’ winning 
streak to seven games. The streak was snapped with a tough-luck loss at Wichita 
State on Jan. 10. CU led the Shockers by 15 at the half, but Raeven King’s game- 
winning shot with 10 seconds remaining sent the Jays to a 74-73 loss. Two days 
later the Jays squandered an eight-point halftime lead at SMS, falling 73-71, to 
lose consecutive games for the only time during the 2002-03 season. 

The Jays’ home court dominance of MVC opponents continued when they 
returned to Omaha on Jan. 16 for a match-up with Southern Illinois. After a 69- 
54 win over the Salukis, the Jays pounded Evansville in a 98-75 victory. CU tal- 
lied its highest point output in seven years behind 15 three-point field goals. The 
Jays knocked off Drake on Jan. 26 to conclude a successful three-game home 
stand. 

The beginning of February found CU at Indiana State after a road win over 
Illinois State. In a battle for first-place with the Sycamores on Fox Sports Net, 
the Jays rallied to tie the game at 65-65 after a 13-0 run, but could not push ahead 
of INSU in another tough road loss. 

SMS and Wichita State came to Omaha on Feb. 7 and 9, respectively. CU 
exacted revenge on both the Lady Bears and Shockers, with convincing wins over 
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both squads. The Jays forced SMS into 27 turnovers, while logging a season-high 
21 steals. Five CU players reached double figures in points against WSU. 

CU’ s road woes continued as the Jays traveled to Southern Illinois on Feb. 16. 
The Jays, playing for a chance at sole possession of first place and battling the 
last-place Salukis, responded with their worst shooting performance of the sea- 
son. A lowly 27.4 shooting percentage from the floor, combined with 62 SIU 
rebounds prevented the Jays from moving into first place in a 70-63 loss. 

One week later the Bluejays faced another challenge on the road at Drake. 
Playing on Fox Sports Net, the Jays received a standout performance from Burns. 
The senior forward drained a career-high four three-pointers on four attempts as 
the Jays defeated the Bulldogs 70-56. 

Arematch with Indiana State and a share of first-place in the Valley occurred 
on Feb. 27 at Bellevue West High School. The Jays dominated the glass, pulling 
down a season-high 55 rebounds in the contest. Neneman gathered a career-high 
17 rebounds in the 72-59 win. 

The Jays once again stumbled on the road to conclude the regular season. 
After notching their 13th consecutive victory over Bradley on March 6, CU trav- 
eled to Northern Iowa on March 8. A win over the Panthers would secure the 
MVC regular-season title out-right for the Jays, a loss would force CU to share 
the title with Indiana State. The Jays equalled their season low point output in a 
63-55 loss, as Spanheimer was held scoreless in the defeat. 

The State Farm Missouri Valley Conference Tournament was held in Des 
Moines and the Jays earned the No. 1 seed. CU defeated Illinois State behind a 
career-high 18 points from sophomore Codi Walker and four blocked shots from 
freshman Angie Janis. The Jays’ bid to repeat as tournament champions fell 
short in an 81-70 loss to SMS in the semifinals. 

With a 21-8 record, the Jays earned their third bid to the Women’s National 
Invitation Tournament and became the first team in school history to earn con- 
secutive postseason berths. CU faced Maine - the team with the most wins enter- 
ing the WNIT (25) - in Orono, Maine in the first round. A 74-67 victory over the 
Black Bears marked CU’s first postseason win since 1994. 

Spanheimer’s career-high 24 points, coupled with 24 points from Neneman, 
helped lead CU past Siena in the second round. The Jays returned to the Midwest 
for another road game, at Iowa on March 25. For the second time during the 
2002-03 season, CU defeated the Hawkeyes. Janis notched a double-double, with 
11 rebounds and careerhigh 17 points. 

The Jays run through the WNIT culminated with a record home crowd at the 
Civic Auditorium on March 31. CU battled Auburn in front of 4,439 fans in the 
Final Four. The eventual tournament champion Tigers used a big first half to 
hand the Jays their first loss at home in 24 games, snapping the nation’s second- 
longest home-court winning streak. 

Spanheimer averaged 16.8 points, 7.0 rebounds, 3.0 assists and 2.3 steals per 
game in the WNIT to earn all-tournament recognition. She finished the season 
ranked fifth in the NCAA in three-point field goal percentage (45.8). As a team 
the Bluejays ranked sixth in the NCAA in three-point field goals per game with 
7.8. The Jays also ended the season among NCAA leaders in steals (20th), fewest 
turnovers (21st) and overall offense (26th). 

Seniors Teresa Wessling and Jenny Burns concluded their careers in 2002- 
03. Wessling finished as the all-time leader in games played at CU, while Burns 
ranks in the top-10 in career blocks.

The Bluejays’ season came to an end in front of the 
largest home crowd in school history in the WNIT 
Final Four. CU's 4,439 fans witnessed Auburn jump 
out to a quick start and score 52 points while shooting 
61 percent in the first half.

The first ever NCAA Tournament team at Creighton proved it belonged by winning 
its first tournament game, defeating Long Beach State in front of 3,502 fans at the 
Omaha Civic Auditorium. The explosive CU offense led the NCAA in both field goal 
(.521) and three-point field goal percentage (.452), while establishing a school- 
record with 80.7 points per game. Creighton Hall of Famer Kathy Halligan led five 
Bluejays averaging double figures with 16.0 per contest. Halligan ended her 
record-setting career by being named the Western Athletic Conference MVP, as 
CU's all-time leader with 2,159 points, 309 three-point field goals and a .454 three- 
point field goal percentage (including a school record .554 3FG percentage as a 
senior). The Jays concluded their two-year affiliation with the WAC, winning both 
the regular-season and tournament titles, establishing a school record 16-game 
winning streak (also notching a separate 12-game streak) and recording a 15-0 
mark at home. Shannon Struby (first) and Melissa Sanford (second) both earned 
all-WAC honors, while Bruce Rasmussen was named the WAC Coach of the Year 
in his final year on the sidelines.

The 1993-94 Bluejays were led by first-team all-MVC performers, sophomore 
Becky Flynn and senior Kris Kugel. The Jays started the season by winning 15 of 
their first 17 contests, including a 10-game winning streak which lasted from Dec. 
30 through all of January. The Jays’ 106-44 win over Delaware on Dec. 30 remains 
the largest margin of victory (62) in school history. Flynn registered the only triple- 
double in school history during the winning streak. On Jan. 11, the forward scored 
13 points, grabbed 11 rebounds and registered 12 assists in a 76-54 win over 
Missouri. Flynn earned MVC Defensive Player of the Year honors while establish- 
ing a school record 105 steals, and Holly Sivesind was tabbed the MVC Freshman 
of the Year. Kugel and Jenny Olson joined Flynn in averaging double figures, while 
finishing one-two, respectively, in field goal percentage in the Valley. Kugel ranked 
sixth in the NCAA with her .632 field goal percentage. The Jays went on the road 
in the NCAA Tournament and defeated Bowling Green, 84-73, before ending their 
season with a second-round loss at Texas Tech.

The Bluejays captured their first ever Missouri Valley Conference regular-season 
and tournament titles, while reaching the 20-win plateau for the first-time since 
1993-94. The Jays used their three-point shooting to top opponents, ranking fifth 
in the NCAA in three-point field goals per game (8.0) while setting a school and 
MVC record with 249 threes. Sophomore Dayna Finch drained 91 three-pointers, 
ranking ninth in the NCAA. Fellow sophomore Christy Neneman joined SMS’ 
Jackie Stiles (1999) as the only sophomores in conference history to earn Player of 
the Year recognition. Neneman was also tabbed the tournament MVP after scoring 
39 points against Drake in the championship game. Finch and freshman Laura 
Spanheimer eamed honorable-mention MVC honors, while Spanheimer also 
appeared on the all-freshman and all-defensive teams. The Jays put together a 10- 
game winning streak during their 16-2 run through the MVC and finished the sea- 
son by winning 10 consecutive home games (9-0 MVC). Connie Yori was named 
the MVC Coach of the Year in her final season with the Bluejays. The Jays trav- 
eled to State College, Pa., (Penn State) to take on No. 23 Florida International as 
the 12th-seed in the Mideast Region. Appearing in the first NCAA tournament 
game since 1994, the Jays fell to the Golden Panthers, 73-58.

Competing in their final year as an independent, the 1986-87 team finally garnered 
national recognition with their third consecutive 20-win season earning them a 
national postseason tournament berth. The Jays opened the year with eight con- 
secutive victories, including wins over Nebraska, Kansas State and Kansas. 
Creighton Hall of Famers Pam Gradoville and Tanya Warren led the Bluejays in 
scoring, with Gradoville establishing a then CU single-season record 22.0 points 
per game (22nd in the NCAA). Warren was named to the Kodak All-District V team, 
averaging 18.7 points per game and dishing out a school record 228 assists to rank 
10th in the NCAA. Janet Ensign set a school record with 260 rebounds. The first 
postseason win in school history came on March 19, 1987, when the “Lady Jays” 
defeated Stephen F. Austin, 76-68, at the WNIT held in Amarillo, Texas. The Jays 
then lost to California in the semifinals, but bounced back to defeat Providence, 91- 
89 in the consolation game to finish third at the tournament.

The Bluejays were part of a record-setting season for the Missouri Valley 
Conference, as the league sent six women’s teams to the postseason. The 
Bluejays finished seventh in the regular season but helped their WNIT chances by 
becoming the second No. 7 seed (Wichita State, 1997) to advance to the MVC 
Tournament Championship game. The Jays lost to Evansville, 75-72, in overtime 
at the tournament and then lost at Kansas State in the WNIT to end their season. 
CU played four ranked opponents during the season, winning at 25th-ranked 
Southwest Missouri State on Jan. 2. The Jays never won more than three con- 
secutive games all season, playing in a very balanced and competitive Valley. Taya 
Allen earned MVC Newcomer of the Year and honorable mention recognition, while 
Krissie Spanheimer joinedAllen on the honorable mention team. The Jays won the 
InnSuites Classic in Flagstaff, Ariz., by defeating New Mexico State and Northern 
Arizona over Christmas break.

The 2002-03 Bluejays coupled with the 2001-02 squad to become the first teams in 
school history to make consecutive postseason tournaments, this time advancing 
far into the WNIT. The Jays earned a share of the Missouri Valley Conference reg- 
ular-season title with Indiana State, but lost in the semifinals of the MVC 
Tournament. The Jays dominated at home, going 13-0 in the regular season, but 
struggled to a 7-7 record on the road in regular-season play. When the Jays were 
sent to Maine for the first round of the WNIT, nothing indicated they'd be able to 
advance past the Black Bears. But after knocking off the Bears (the team with the 
most wins entering the WNIT), CU won at Siena with a 96-point output, and then 
traveled to lowa where they defeated the Hawkeyes for the second time that sea- 
son. CU's run came to an end in front of a Civic Auditorium record 4,439 fans, as 
the Jays lost to eventual WNIT champion Auburn. The loss ended CU’s 23 game 
home winning streak, the second longest streak in the NCAA at the time. For the 
second consecutive season, the Jays set a school and MVC record for three-point 
field goals made with 259, ranking sixth in the NCAA with 7.8 threes per game.

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The Bluejays At Home 


ntering the 30th season of Creighton women’s basketball, the Jays 

have called several locations their “home court.” From the early 
years of games at the Kiewit Fitness Center to those at the Vinardi 
Athletic Center to their current home at the Omaha Civic Auditorium, 
the Bluejays have enjoyed a great deal of success at home. 

In 29 years, the Bluejays have posted a home record of 252-94 (.728). 
This includes four undefeated seasons at home (1984-85, 1985-86, 
1986-87 and 1991-92) and separate home court winning streaks of 23, 
29 and 44 games. 

In the 1970s, the Bluejays played their home games at the Civic 
Auditorium and the Kiewit Fitness Center, compiling a 30-12 mark. The 
Bluejays racked up 92 home victories in the 1980s, primarily playing at 
the Civic Auditorium and the “Old Gym.” Included in those 92 home 
wins was a streak of 44 in a row from Feb. 4, 1984 to Feb. 24, 1987. 
Throughout the 1990s, the Bluejays were their best at home, posting a 
93-35 mark (.727). 

In 1992, the Bluejays hosted Long Beach State in the first round of 
the NCAA Tournament and defeated the 49ers, 79-66, before a crowd of 
3,502 at the Civic Auditorium. With the Jays setting attendance records 
over the past two seasons, 10 of the top-15 attendance figures in Bluejay 
women’s basketball history have come since 2001. 

The Jays played before 4,439 fans - the largest crowd in their home 
history last March 31, when they played host to Auburn in the WNIT 
Semifinals. The Jays lost that contest but are 34-6 at home since the 


beginning of the 2000-01 season, including one of the nation’s longest 
home court winning streaks of 23 games from 2001 through 2003. With 
two consecutive 9-0 MVC seasons, the Jays enter the 2003-04 season 
with 22 consecutive home Valley wins dating back to Feb. 2, 2001.
